The  Conclave  of    1908, 


Another  mile-stone  in  the  history  of  S  $  E  was  passed 
with  the  adjournment  of  the  fifth  Conclave,  which  met  in  the 
Great  Northern  Hotel,  Chicago,  April  20th-22d. 

Not  only  was  more  work  accomplished  at  this  convention 
for  the  advancemeni  and  extension  of  the  fraternity's  interests, 
but  more  chapters  were  represented  than  at  any  previous  similar 
gathering.  Seventeen  of  our  twenty -two  chapters  were  repre- 
sented, as  follows:

The  visiting  brothers  were  met  by  members  of  Beta  Alpha 
Chapter,  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  University 
of  Illinois.  The  Grand  Officers  were  entertained  at  the  chapter 
house.  No.  352  Warren  avenue,  while  the  delegates  took  quarters 
in  the  Great  Northern  Hotel,  where  all  sessions  were  held. 

The  convention  was  begun  Monday  morning,  April  22d, 
with  Grand  President  Cooney  in  the  chair.  In  the  absence  of 
Grand  Secretary  S.  K.  Phillips,  Brother  G.  G.  Garland,  of  Alpha 
Chapter,  kept  a  record  of  the  meetings. 

Among  the  more  important  transactions  of  the  Conclave 
were  the  adoption  of  a  complete  new  Constitution  and  By-Laws, 
the  approval  of  a  few  needed  changes  in  the  Ritual,  the  adoption 
of  a  new  form  of  charter,  official  shield,  and  flag.  It  was  decided 
to  use  the  division  system  in  the  government  of  the  chapters, 
and  to  re-imburse  the  Grand  Secretary,  who  will  hereafter  devote 
his  entire  time  to  fraternity  work.  These  plans  were  not 
formulated  without  much  hard  work,  both  in  committee  and  in 
meeting,  by  each  delegate,  and  the  sessions  extended  into  the 
mornings.  In  fact,  it  was  3  o'clock  Thursday  morning  before 
the  calendar  had  been  sufficiently  cleared  to  proceed  with  the 
election  of  officers.  The  latter  resulted  as  follows  :  Grand

C.  A.  VerBeck,  Helena,  Mont. ;  Grand  Secretary,  W.  L.  Phillips, 
Richmond,  Va.  ;  Grand  Treasurer,  J.  C.  Griffin,  Syracuse,  N.  Y. ; 
Grand  Historian,  F.  S.  Robbins,  Altoona,  Penn. ;  Grand  Guard, 
W.  F.  Wingett,  Newark,  Del.  ;  Editor-in-Chief,  W.  L.  Phillips, 
Richmond,  Va. ;  third  member  of  Charter  Committee,  S.  K. 
Phillips,  Richmond,  Va. 

Despite  the  large  amount  of  business  considered  in  such  a 
short  period,  the  pursuit  of  pleasure  was  not  entirely  abandoned. 
On  Monday  night  the  delegates  were  the  guests  of  honor  at  a 
smoker  given  by  the  members  of    Beta  Alpha  at  their  chapter 
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house.  The  following  night  Beta  Alpha  gave  a  theatre  party 
at  the  Illinois  Theatre,  at  which  Maude  Adams,  in  "The 
Jesters,"  was  the  attraction. 

The  fifth  annual  banquet  was  held  Wednesday  night  in  the 
banquet  hall  of  the  Great  Northern  Hotel.  The  menu  was  well 
chosen  and  thoroughly  enjoyed.  Mylo  Lee,  Beta  Alpha,  acted 
as  toast-master  in  the  absence  of  Francis  Deacon,  M.  D.  The 
following  toasts  were  given:  "Address  of  Welcome,"  S.  B. 
Norris,  Beta  Alpha ;  "  Response,"  N.  R.  Cooney,  Theta  Alpha, 
Grand  President;  "The  Goal  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon,"  G.  E. 
Goodner,  Nu  Alpha ;  "  The  Journal,"  0.  A.  VerBeck,  Theta 
Alpha,  Grand  Vice-President ;  "  The  Chapter  House,"  J.  C. 
Griffin,  Kappa  Alpha,  Grand  Treasurer ;  "  Landing  the  Goats," 
R.  E.  Loper,  Delta  Epsilon. 


Installation  at  Norwich  University. 


On  March  18, 1908,  a  committee  from  the  Charter  Committee, 
composed  of  Bros.  W.  L.  Phillips,  J.  C.  Griffin,  and  J.  B.  Webster, 
and  Bros.  Meyers,  Cooper,  and  Thalmadge,  of  Kappa  Alpha,  assem- 
bled at  the  Delta  Kappa  Psi  house,  at  Norwich  University,  and 
opened  the  Grand  Chapter  meeting  for  installation.  Work  was 
commenced  at  9  o'clock  in  the  morning  and  continued,  with  short 
intermission  for  lunch  and  dinner,  until  2  A.  M.  Thursday. 
Twenty-four  men  were  introduced  into  5  $  E,  and  Xi  Alpha's 
charter  was  presented  to  them.  . 

After  the  work  was  completed  all  repaired  to  the  chapter 
house  dining-room,  where  a  most  delightful  repast  was  served 
and  a  social  hour  spent. 

The  committee  retired  to  their  hotel  at  4  A.  M.,  tired  out, 
but  well  satisfied  with  the  work  and  the  new  chapter. 
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Democracy   as    a    Basal  Principle  of    Fraternity   Life^ 

111  pursuing  the  pages  of  history  we  scarcely  meet  a  single 
event,  barely  a  crisis  can  be  found,  which  has  not  turned  in  the 
direction  of  democracy.  We  have  the  history  of  Greece,  which 
demonstiates  the  fact  that,  after  a  siege  of  war  and  oppression 
a  democratic  country  will  be  the  final  result.  We  may  turn  to 
the  Fiench  Revolution,  and,  upon  investigating  the  causes,  and 
studying  closely  the  conditions  of  the  country  leading  up  to  this 
epoch,  we  will  soon  become  convinced  that  no  aristocratic  or 
plutocratic  country  can  have  any  but  a  limited  existence,  if  it  is 
to  rank  among  the  foremost  nations  of  the  world. 

Think  of  the  fate  of  Russia,  a  country  which  is  not  in  the 
categorj^  of  other  nations,  but  is  looked  upon  with  contempt 
mingled  with  sadness.  We  find  that  she  has  ever  scorned 
democracy  as  something  Aveak,  and  clung  to  aristocracy  as  if  it 
were  divine.  Many  other  examples  might  be  stated  which  go  to 
prove  the  fact  that  no  nation  can  live  and  dominate  unless  it  be 
founded  on  true  democratic  principles. 

If,  then,  democracy  means  a  great  deal  to  a  nation,  there 
can  be  no  doubt  but  that  it  means  everything  to  a  fraternity — 
it  means  life  or  death,  its  continued  existence  and  manifold 
benefits  for  mankind,  or  else  it  is  the  "  workshop  of  the  devil " 
and  its  days  are  numbered.  What  has  been  the  policy  of  the 
Sigma  Phi  Epsilon  fraternity,  what  is  its  policy  now,  and  what 
will  it  be  to-morrow?  It  is  hardly  necessary  to  answer  this 
question,  as  the  work  which  our  fraternity  has  been  doing  in  the 
past  fully  exemplifies  the  fact  that  it  is  founded  on  pure 
democratic  principles,  and  that  its  watchword  is  democracy, 
which  is  co-existent  with  the  word/m^er. 

Why  is  it  that  the  non-fraternity  man  frequently  leaves 
college  with  a  bitter  feeling  towards  fraternities,  and  denounces 
them  in  scathing  tones  as  "snobbish"  organizations,  composed 
of  men  fiom  so-called  aristocratic  families  or  men  who  place  the 
almighty  dollar  above  common  sense  and  virtue  ?    It  is  because 
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the  fraternities  at  his  institution  have  forgotten  the  basal 
principles  of  fraternity  life,  and  have  changed  a  democratic 
organization  into  one  in  which  plutocracy  and  aristocracy  thrive, 
flourish,  and  predominate.  The  chapter  that  will  "  stuff  "  its 
halls  with  plutocrats,  that  will  look  for  men  who  have  the 
largest  bank  accounts,  and  are  capable  of  making  themselves 
spectacular  from  a  financial  standpoint,  is  a  dire  sore  in  the  very 
vitals  of  the  Greek  world,  and  is  unworthy  of  recognition. 
What  can  money  accomplish  without  a  man  behind  it  ?  What 
good  can  a  chapter  do  for  the  institution  where  it  is  installed, 
or  for  mankind  at  large,  if  its  sole  aim  is  to  make  a  plutocratic 
display,  regardless  of  those  high  ideals  of  virtue,  honesty,  and  a 
democratic  life,  which  should  be  uppermost  in  the  minds  of 
every  fraternity  man? 

No  more  is  the  chapter  of  spendthrifts  a  detriment  to  the 
college  community  than  the  chapter  composed  of  "aristocrats." 
All  men  are  created  free  and  equal,  and  why  should  a  college 
society  allow  a  few  usurpers  to  draw  strict  social  lines  and  erect 
barriers  almost  insurmountable  to  the  average  man  ?  Why 
should  not  these  lines  of  demarcation  be  obliterated,  and  every 
man  be  judged  on  earth  as  he  will  be  at  the  throne  of  God  ? 
The  day  and  time  for  aristocracy  is  past,  and  the  chapter  that 
clings  to  these  old  traditional  ideas,  that  a  man  must  have  a 
certain  lineage  in  order  to  be  a  man  at  all  and  have  equal  rights 
in  college,  is  many  years  behind  the  times,  and  is  living  in  an  age 
which  has  long  since  been  blotted  out.  It  is  not  necessary  that 
the  ideal  fraternity  man  have  a  long  line  of  noble  ancestry,  and 
be  able  to  say  that  his  father  or  grandfather  holds  some  high 
position  of  honor.  If  a  man  is  able  to  satisfactorily  demonstrate 
that  he  is  a  man  in  himself,  and  is  not  dependent  on  his  ancestry 
for  a  reputation,  he  is  then,  eligible  to  fraternity  life.  There  are 
also  some  details  to  be  taken  into  consideration  in  selecting 
fraternity  men,  but  the  main  and  most  essential  feature  is  his 
conception  of  the  fraternity  as  a  democratic  organization. 

Democracy  is  not  anarchy  and  atheism,  as  some  insist,  but 
it  is  the  tendency  to  give  credit  to  those  to  whom  credit  is  due. 
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honors  to  the  eflficient,  and  justice  to  all.  And  just  as  it  is  the 
life-blood  and  very  essence  of  prosperity,  just  so  it  is  absolutely 
necessary  to  the  growth  and  development  of  a  great  national 
fraternity.  The  volume  of  democratic  feeling  is  steadily  grovring, 
and  if  the  fraternity  means  to  keep  abreast  with  the  times,  to  be 
an  organization  throbbing  with  life  and  vitality,  to  be  honored  and 
respected  by  every  one  connected  with  the  college,  it  must  cast 
aside  those  dogmatic  ideas  which  bind  it  to  the  past,  bury  in 
oblivion  any  principles  which  may  impede  its  progress  as  a  thor- 
oughly democratic  organization,  in  order  that  it  may  ever  be 
looked  upon  as  one  essential  feature  of  college  education,  and  a 
guide  to  success  in  after  life. 

Autocracy  may  best  serve  a  fraternity  in  its  infancy,  or  aris- 
tocracy in  its  youth,  but  for  a  fraternity  in  its  manhood,  for  a 
fraternity  as  great  and  powerful  as  2  <^  E,  nothing  but  democracy, 
both  practical  and  theoretical,  can  suffice  its  ever-increasing  needs. 
We  would  not  state  that  a  democratic  fraternity  is  necessarily 
perfect,  but  it  cannot  be  denied  that  it  contains  those  essential 
elements  and  fundamental  principles  of  what  is  best  for  the 
Greek  world. 

Let  us  ever  keep  before  us  the  fact  that  our  fraternity  was 
not  founded  for  any  one  sect,  not  for  ihe  athletic,  literary,  or 
scholarly  man,  not  for  the  North  or  South,  but  for  the  true  Amer- 
ican wherever  he  may  be  found,  and  no  fraternity  can  attain  that 
end  unless  it  be  democratic  in  spirit  and  action. 

Loyalty,  love,  and  goodness  are  infinite  and  everlasting,  and 
are  necessary  for  the  development  of  any  fraternity.  The  cap- 
stone of  these  essential  elements  of  a  perfect  fraternal  body  is 
democracy  pure  and  simple.  Is  it  too  much,  then,  to  say  that  the 
success  of  the  fraternity  is  dependent  on  its  spirit  of  democracy  ?

Richmond  College. 
Meets  in  Hall  on  Campus  every  Saturday  at  8:00  1*.  M. 


The  all-absorbing  topic  of  discussion  in  Alpha  Chapter  is 
the  Conclave  and  the  legislation  there  enacted.  Oui*  representa- 
tive has  given  us  glowing  accounts  of  the  brothers  with  whom  he 
came  in  contact,  and  the  hospitality  shown  by  the  brothers  of 
Beta  Alpha.  We  are  very  much  impressed  with  the  description 
given  of  the  brothers  from  the  Western  chapters,  as  we  have 
never  before  come  in  contact  with  many  of  them,  except  through 
the  letters  to  The  Journal.  Now  we  feel  in  closer  touch,  as  we 
have  heard  of  them  through  one  who  has  seen  them  in  person. 

Every  brother  in  Alpha  thinks  we  have  made  a  giant  stride 
in  the  right  direction  by  securing  the  whole  of  Brother  Phillips' 
time,  to  be  devoted  to  the  advancement  of  the  fraternity. 

We  understand  that  many  changes  were  made  in  the  Ritual, 
Constitution,  and  By-Laws,  all  tending  to  secure  a  closer  and 
more  perfect  organization.  We  are  very  much  pleased  that  these 
things  are  so.  We  know  that  nothing  was  done  but  what 
seemed  to  be  best  for  the  interest  of  the  whole  fraternity.  But 
considering  the  age  limit,  from  Alpha's  view-point,  we  cannot 
but  feel  that  a  great  mistake  was  made,  which,  in  the  end,  will 
hurt  Alpha  very  much. 

The  conditions  at  Richmond  College  are  rather  peculiar  in 
many  respects.  Owing  to  these  conditions  fraternity  material  is 
very  limited,  and,  therefore,  competition  among  the  fraternities 
is  very  keen.  In  order  to  get  these  facts  before  you,  we  will  go  a 
little  into  detail. 

Richmond  College  was  founded  in  1832  by  Baptist  preachers, 
for  the  education  of  young  men  for  the  Baptist  ministry.  In 
1840  it  was  chartered  under  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Virginia, 
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for  the  education  of  young  men,  regardless  of  their  denomination. 
But  up  to  the  time  of  the  Civil  War  there  were  very  few,  if  any, 
young  men  in  college  other  than  those  who  contemplated  entering 
the  Baptist  ministry.  As  the  Baptist  denomination  grew  in  the 
State  so  the  College  grew.  Now,  while  the  College  claims  to  be 
non-sectarian,  the  Baptists  throughout  the  State  look  upon  it  as 
their  College,  consequently  the  large  majority  of  the  young  men 
in  college  to-day  are  from  Baptist  families. 

The  College  charges  no  tuition  to  one  who  anticipates  entering 
the  ministry  of  any  denomination.  The  Baptist  State  Board  of 
Education,  furthermore,  pays  the  board  of  young  men  who  are 
properly  recommended,  provided  they  anticipate  entering  the 
Baptist  ministry.  There  are  about  fifty  scholarships,  which  are 
given  to  w^orthy  young  men  who  are  unable  to  defray  their  own 
expenses. 

Now,  with  these  facts  before  us,  we  may  intelligently  divide 
the  310  enrolled  students  into  six  classes,  as  follows:  First,  25  co- 
eds.;  second,  24  Jews;  third,  60  ministerial  students  (Jaspers); 
fourth,  50  scholarship  students  ;  fifth,  50  law  students  ;  sixth,  101 
students  of  the  academic  class,  who  defray  their  own  expenses. 
There  are  six  fraternities  and  eighty  fraternity  men  in  college. 
Of  course,  no  fraternity  men  are  chosen  from  the  first  two  classes. 
From  the  third  class  of  60,  from  one  to  five  are  fraternity  men ;  from 
the  fourth  class,  from  five  to  fifteen  are  fraternity  men ;  from  the 
fifth  class,  from  three  to  ten  are  fraternity  men ;  from  the  sixth  class 
the  rest  of  the  fraternity  men  are  selected.  So  when  college  opens 
in  the  fall  competition  is  yery,  very  keen.  Sometimes  a  man  has 
invitations  from  several  fraternities.  And  it  is  a  rare  thing  that 
you  get  a  good  Freshman  who  has  an  invitation  from  only  one 
fraternity.  This  class  of  students  are  from  the  leading  families 
in  the  State,  and  who  have  done  practically  nothing  but  go  to 
school  all  their  lives ;  therefore  they  are  prepared  for  college  by 
the  time  they  reach  the  age  of  sixteen  years.  Those  who  promise 
to  develop  into  anything  are  taken  into  fraternities  before  they 
have  been  in  college  a  year — certainly  before  two  years  of  college 
life.     The  ages  of  the  third,  fourth,  and  fifth  classes  vary  from 
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18  to  35  years,  but  you  see  what  a  small  percentage  of  them  make 
fraternities  at  all.  This,  of  course,  is  due  to  various  reasons,  and 
(to  say  nothing  against  the  men)  reasons  which  are  good. 

The  age  limit  of  the  other  live  fraternities  is  sixteen,  or  even 
less,  judging  by  their  initiates.  So,  brothers,  you  see  what  a  hard- 
ship the  Grand  Chapter  has  placed  upon  us.  I  believe  the  con- 
ditions are  the  same,  in  a  more  or  less  degree,  in  the  other  three 
Virginia  colleges,  while  I  know  the  same  is  not  true  of  the 
universities.  Isn't  it  possible  to  make  a  distinction  between  col- 
leges and  universities?  Whatever  may  be  done.  Alpha  wishes  it 
understood  that  she  has  the  best  interest  of  the  fraternity,  as  a 
whole,  at  heart,  however  much  we  may  hate  to  work  under  the 
present  restriction. 

Before  closing,  we  wish  to  announce  to  the  fraternity  at 
large  that  Brother  Hugh  Carter  has  been  reinstated  as  a  full- 
fledged  member  of  the  fraternity.  Brother  Carter  was  very 
unjustly  dealt  with  several  years  ago.  He  acted  the  man  then, 
and  has  continued  so  to  act  all  along,  and  now  we  re-introduce 
him  to  you  with  a  great  deal  of  pride.  He  will  graduate  from 
Crozer  Seminary  this  year,  and  we  hope  soon  to  have  him  back 
in  Virginia.

Dear  Brothers  in  tSigma  Phi  JEpsilon^ — There  is  a  feeling  of 
sadness  which  comes  over  us  as  we  realize  that  this  is  the  last 
time  for  this  college  year  that  we  will  be  able  to  come  in  contact 
with  our  brothers  through  the  pages  of  The  Journal.  When 
we  look  back  over  the  last  few  years,  and  see  what  phenomenal 
advancement  our  fraternity  has  made,  what  a  firm  hold  it  has 
gained  upon  the  country,  and  how  deeply  its  principles  have 
rooted  themselves  in  the  hearts  of  men,  then  do  we  realize  how 
strong  is  the  bond  which  binds  us  all  together.

S  ^  E  owes  her  growth  and 
prestige  to  the  principles  that  our  Ritual  teaches.  If  these  ideals 
are  lived  up  to,  we  will  continue  to  grow ;  if  we  for  one  moment 
lose  sight  of  them,  we  will  die. 

Locally,  we  are  in  good  condition,  and  are  doing  our  share  of 
the  work  in  college  life.  Brother  Jones  has  just  returned  to  us 
from  a  very  hot  political  campaign.  He  was  elected  to  the  lower 
house  of  the  next  General  Assembly  of  the  State,  holding  second 
place  in  four.  This  is  a  line  record  in  Pulaski  county,  one  of  the 
largest  counties  in  the  State  and  the  location  of  the  capital.  He 
tells  us  that  the  "heart"  helped  him  materially  in  his  race,  as  all 
fraternity  men  spoke  a  good  word  for  him. 

Our  ball  team  has  won  every  game  played  to  date,  and  the 
indications  are  that  we  will  have  a  banner  team   this  season.

March  19th  Delta  Kappa  Psi  local  fraternity,  of  Norwich 
University,  was  absorbed  by  and  became  a  chapter  of  ^  ^  E. 
The  installation  was  in  charge  of  Bros.  J.  C.  Griffin,  W.  L.  Phil- 
lips, and  J.  B.  Webster,  assisted  by  Brothers  Meyers,  Thalmadge, 
and  Cooper.  In  addition  to  the  bare  statement,  however,  I  am 
inclined  to  express  the  profundity  with  which  the  Ritual  was 
received,  but  I  do  not  believe  that  the  celerity  of  the  installation 
can  be  wholly  attributed  to  that  cause,  as  unbounded  credit  is 
due  the  visiting  committee.  It  is  true  that  we  have  seen  but  six 
of  our  new  brothers,  but  we  can  only  hope  that  the  others  are 
men  of  their  type,  and,  realizing  this,  we  may  strive  in  common 
toward  that  goal. 

As  this  institution  is  not  too  familiar  to  the  greater  part  of 
our  brotherhood,  or,  at  best,  is  far  removed  from  the  fraternity  at 
large,  it  is  fitting  to  speak  a  word  regarding  her. 

Norwich  University  is  situated  at  Northfield,  Vt.,  in  the 
heart  of  the  Green  Mountains.  It  was  founded  in  1819  by 
Captain  Alden  Patridge,  later  Superintendent  of  West  Point, 
on  that  basis  of  military  and  the  technical  which  has  since 
developed  into  a  recognized  class  of  institutions.  At  the  present 
time  Norwich  is  largely  technical,  and  has  a  sound  prestige  along 
those  lines,  but  it  provides  some  subjunctive  courses  and  is 
characteristically  military.  It  is,  perhaps,  the  best  State  institu- 
tion in  the  United  States,  and,  although  there  is  much  contention 
of  the  point,  is  rated  by  the  War  Department  as  the  first  of  the 
six  distinguished  military  institutions.  It  stands  well  in  athletics^ 
maintains  the  usual  teams,  and  has  a  large  number  of  the 
largest  colleges,  outside  of  the  "  big  four,"  on  its  regular  schedules 
There  are  several  societies,  including  fraternities,  at  the  institu- 
tion, but  there  is  only  one  other  national,  and  that  fraternity, 
0  X,  has  but  three  chapters. 

The  whole  college  is,  however,  in  a  state  of  transition.  For 
many  years  after  the  Civil  War  the  institution  gradually 
flourished  less  and  less,  until  it  threatened  to  go  out  of  existence 
in  the  earl}^  nineties.  But  the  equal  and  contrary  reaction  came, 
resultant  of  the  war  with  Spain,  and  since  that  time  it  has  steadily 
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pushed  forward  with  what  is  locally  termed  as  "phenomenal 
growth." 

The  establishment  of  a  chapter  here,  we  believe,  means  not 
only  the  opening  of  a  new  gateway  with  respect  to  sectional 
expansion,  but  also  a  second  and  final  step  into  the  territory 
of  a  class  of  institutions  which  must  eventually  be  recognized  as 
a  confrere  of  the  civic  institutions. 

Xi  Alpha,  as  a  representative  body  of  S  <^  E,  is  working 
hard  along  those  lines  that  raise  the  collective  standard  through 
an  individual  quality  of  manhood,  which  all  goes  to  show  the 
personal  interest  of  each  and  every  brother,  and  that  spirit  of 
application  which  is  essential  to  success.  The  membership  roll 
is  as  follows :

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before  the  body.  Meeting  with  the  approval  of  all  those  present, 
Brother  Cooney  immediately  visited  several  chapters,  and, 
after  having  received  the  same  encouragement  as  was  tendered 
him  at  Richmond,  set  to  work  toward  the  accomplishment  of  his 
task.  Months  of  patient  and  persistent  labor  followed  in  the 
preparation  of  this  work,  and  it  was  not  until  the  1st  of  March 
that  its  completion  was  witnessed.  That  Brother  Cooney  has 
well  merited  the  gratitude  of  the  fraternity  was  attested  by  the 
acclamation  with  which  the  new  Constitution  was  received.

Utterances  most  encouraging  to  those  seeking  a  higher 
standard  of  life  in  the  Greek  world  are  found  in  an  address  which 
was  delivered  by  Clarence  F.  Birdseye  at  the  first  general  session 
of  the  Fifth  Convention  of  the  Religious  Education  Association, 
at  Washington,  D.  C.  The  speech,  entitled  "The  College  Home 
Life  as  a  Means  of  Securing  a  Right  Mural  Atmosphere  for  Stu- 
dents," is  printed  in  the  $  K  *  Shield  for  March. 

After  dwelling  on  the  importance  of  the  family  life  of  the 
college  student,  which  is  furnished  by  the  college  fraternity,  the 
speaker  continues  by  tracing  the  growth  of  the  latter  organiza- 
tion and  its  future  possibilities.     He  says  : 

"At  first  the  Greek-letter  fraternities  were  merely  college 
secret  societies.  In  their  second  stage  they  became  social  bodies, 
with  a  secret  lodge  room  and  lodge  night,  but  with  few  other 
cohesive  factors  within  the  chapter  itself  or  between  the  various 
chapters.  In  their  present  and  third  period  they  have  developed 
into  home-building  agencies,  wherein  many  rich  and  influential 
alumni  and  earnest  and  energetic  under-graduates  are  laboring 
together  to  erect  college  homes,  and  thereby  solve  to  a  limited 
extent  the  modern  problems  in  the  college  family  life  arising  out 
of  increasing  numbers  and  changed  dormitory  and  social  condi- 
tions. Formerly  the  college  homes  of  the  strong  upper-classmen 
were  in  the  dormitories,  and  the  under-classmen  roomed  outside. 
Now  the  dormitories  house  the  freshmep,  while  the  fraternity 
buildings  are  the  college  homes  of  the  influential  upper-classmen, 
and  thus  the  centre  of  student  sentiment.  *         *         ^ 

"  It  needs  no  prophetic  eye  to  see  that  the  fraternities  will 
soon  fully  enter  their  fourth  or  endowment  period,  in  which — 
their  home-building  substantially  finished — the  wealth  and  ener- 
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gies  of  each  college  home,  or  series  of  homes,  will  be  turned  to 
establishing  endowments  for  improving  and  conserving  the  higher 
home-making  and  educational  functions  of  the  fraternity. 
Already  this  movement  is  under  way.  Each  home  built  and 
paid  for  is  in  the  nature  of  an  endowment.  The  properties  of 
the  eleven  fraternities  at  Amherst  are  worth  more  than  twenty 
times  the  amount  of  Yale's  available  funds  in  1830;  and  the 
properties  of  ten  fraternities  at  Columbia  equal  in  value  the 
total  productive  funds  of  all  the  colleges  at  the  beginning  of  the 
last  century. 

"One  old  and  influential  fraternity  is  annually  spending 
thousands  of  dollars  to  secure  the  wise  direction  and  constant 
personal  touch  in  its  lodges  and  among  its  alumni  of  a  permanent 
and  uniquely  equipped  field  secretary,  who  seeks  to  insure  that 
only  the  best-fitted  freshmen  are  admitted,  and  that,  through- 
out their  course,  these  students  shall  be  in  constant  and 
close  touch  in  their  college  family  lives  with  strong  and 
earnest  alumni,  who  are  personally  and  intimately  acquainted 
with  each  under-graduate,  and  who,  through  a  long  series  of 
years,  come  to  exert  an  uplifting  educational  and  moral  power 
from  within  the  lodge,  which  must  greatly  increase  the  likelihood 
that  the  good  seed  will  fall  into  good  ground.  This  feeling  of 
direct  responsibility  for  the  college  family  lives  of  their  under- 
graduate brothers  is  increasing  abroad  in  all  the  fraternities, 
and  will  soon  work  out  greai  results,  and  most  fraternities  have 
already  partially  endowed  some  portions  of  their  work.  The 
earlier  colleges  were  largely  schools  of  manners,  with  distinct 
home-making  functions,  as  shown  by  their  freshman  servitude 
and  other  college  rules  governing  personal  conduct.  Our 
fraternities  are  still  absorbed  with  their  home-building,  but  will 
soon  assume  and  wisely  exercise  the  home-making  functions  that 
have  now  fallen  fi'om  alma  mater'' s  hands. 

"No  patent  is  claimed  for  the  conception  that  strong,  clean 
alumni,  acting  within  their  fraternity  home,  work  powerfully 
for  a  better  life  therein.  This  has  always  been  so — and  would 
be  in  any  home.     But  there  is  in  sight  an  advance  movement  to 
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further  organize,  develop,  and  endow  the  fraternity  as  a  home- 
making  force,  and  such  a  movement,  with  our  most  influential 
alumni  behind  it,  will  be  sure  of  success.  A  thoughtful  student 
of  modern  under-graduate  conditions  must  realize  that  our 
fraternities  furnish  the  only — I  repeat  it,  the  sole  and  only — 
broad  and  effective  means  so  far  developed  for  permanently 
reaching  the  college  family  lives  of  any  considerable  number  of 
students  in  any  considerable  number  of  institutions.  I  challenge 
you  to  name  any  other  home-building  force  now  at  work  among 
our  American  colleges  in  a  large  way,  and  along  well-defined 
and  philosoi)hically  correct  lines.  Consider  also  the  non- 
fraternity  colleges,  and  show  me  any  agency  therein  whereby 
you  can  systematically  put  the  alunmi  in  touch  with  the  family 
lives  of  the  under-graduates.  It  is  not  a  question  of  the 
fraternity  or  non-fraternity  home,  as  we  superficially  think.  It 
is  ever  and  always  the  question  of  the  college  family  life  for 
every  under-graduate,  whether  a  fraternity  member  or  not.  It 
is  the  question  of  whether  we  have  failed  to  give  due  thought 
to  one  of  the  great  departments  of  our  colleges. 

"  I  urge  you  most  earnestly  to  give  attention  to  the  student 
life,  and  especially  to  that  portion  of  it  which  we  have  called 
the  college  family  life,  whether  fraternity  or  non-fraternity,  and 
to  look  upon  the  fraternities  as  logical  growths — not  as  inherent 
evils,  but  as  the  line  of  least  resistance  and  of  the  most 
immediate  promise.  But,  whether  or  not  you  agree  with  me  as 
to  the  fraternities,  I  beg  you  to  give  immediate  heed  to  the 
family  life  of  our  students.  We  shall  be  nearest  the  truth  when 
we  realize  that  at  present  the  college  family  life  is  more  nearly 
related  to  the  parents'  home  than  it  is  to  the  pedagogy  of  the 
college,  and  should  be  studied  and  treated  accordingly.  We 
must  come  to  appreciate  that  the  ninety  per  cent,  of  the  student 
life,  with  all  its  activities  and  interests,  may  be  greater,  educa- 
tionally, than  the  ten  per  cent,  of  pedagogy,  and  quite  as  well 
worthy  of  earnest  and  intelligent  thought  and  action,  and  that 
the  heart  of  that  ninety  per  cent,  for  any  individual  is  his 
college  family  life,  whatever  form  that  family  life  may  take." 
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In  this  connection  might  be  given  the  speaker's  words 
regarding  the  Greeks'  opportunity  in  the  Western  field. 

"The  dean  of  one  of  the  larger  Western  universities,  a 
graduate  of  an  important  Eastern  college,  writes  : 

" '  I  have  also  noted,  with  great  sorrow,  that  in  our  Western 
institutions  the  evils  of  modern  student  life  are  even  more 
sharply  marked  than  they  are  in  the  East.  The  lack  of  the 
conservative  element,  the  presence  of  a  less  highly  organized 
society,  the  want  of  family  prejudices  to  maintain  old  conditions, 
have  all  led  to  a  more  extreme  participation  in  modern  changes 
than  the  Eastern  colleges  have  experienced.  I  know  of  no  place 
where  so  much  fine  material,  coming  from  the  country  and  small 
towns,  has  been  ruined  by  a  single  half  year  of  idleness  and 
extravagance.  The  worst  elements  of  city,  social,  and  fraternity 
life  seem  to  be  those  most  eagerly  grasped  after  and  most 
incessantly  followed.'  "

"  Comparing  these  figures  with  those  of  corresponding  date 
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in  1896,  it  is  seen  that  only  three  institutions  show  a  loss  in 
enrollment:  Princeton,  3.03  per  cent. ;  Chicago,  2.91  per  cent.,  and 
Yale  less  than  1  per  cent.,  the  decrease  at  Yale  being  due  to  a 
falling  off  in  attendance  on  the  summer  school,  which  is  to  be 
withdrawn  in  1908. 

"New  York  University,  with  845  students,  maintains  the 
largest  law  school ;  Michigan  ranking  second,  Harvard  third,  and 
Minnesota  fourth.  Harvard  being  the  only  one  of  the  four  to 
demand  a  baccalaureate  degree  for  admission. 

"The  largest  medical  registration  (590)  is  found  at  Pennsyl- 
vania, Northwestern  being  second,  and  New  York  University 
third. 

"New  York  University  has  the  largest  school  of  commerce, 
675;  Pennsylvania  the  greatest  number  of  dental  students,  289; 
Northwestern  still  leads  in  divinity,  with  227  students,  and  Yale 
in  forestry,  61,  although  some  of  the  State  universities  may 
actually  teach  forestry  to  a  greater  number  of  students.  Syracuse 
has  the  largest  school  of  music,  637,  and  Columbia  the  largest 
teachers'  college,  891."  • 


Too  much  cannot  be  said  in  the  matter  of  urging  members 
of  the  alumni  of  ^  $  E  to  manifest  a  strong  interest  in  the 
active  chapters.  Nor  is  ^  $  E  alone  in  this  effort.  ATA 
recognizes  the  value  of  this  subject,  and  The  Bainboio  for  March 
emphasizes  it  in  these  words  : 

"  With  the  growth  of  the  fraternity  the  position  of  the 
alumnus  towards  it  has  become  much  more  important.  The 
fraternity  owes  its  wonderful  progress,  within  the  last  decade, 
to  the  influence  of  its  alumni.  It  was  one  of  the  first  fraternities 
to  work  out  the  problem  of  government  satisfactorily.  Its 
government  and  policy  are,  largely,  in  the  hands  of  the  alumni, 
through  the  means  of  the  Arch  Chapter.  This  is  logical ; 
because  the  under-graduate's  career  is  brief,  and  he  quickly 
becomes  an  alumnus. 

"Every  active  chapter  should  keep  in  touch  with  its  members 
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who  leave  college,  either  before  or  after  graduation.  This  is  an 
easy  matter  after  the  foundation  is  laid.  It  is,  of  course,  difficult 
to  locate  many  whose  addresses  have  been  lost  for  years  ;  but  it 
can  be  done.  Since  the  active  chapters  have  come  to  recognize 
the  benefit  to  them  of  their  alumni,  there  is  no  excuse  for  losing 
track  of  a  member  who,  for  any  reason,  terminates  his  connection 
with  his  college.  The  literature  of  the  chapter,  and  something 
in  reference  to  it,  should  be  sent  to  every  alumnus  of  the 
chapter  at  least  once  a  year.  If  there  are  members  of  the 
alumni  near  the  chapter— and,  as  a  rule,  there  are  always  many 
such — these  should  be  encouraged  to  keep  in  touch  with,  and 
give  assistance  to,  the  actives. 

"  There  are  very  few  men  who  do  not  know,  each  year,  of 
at  least  one  boy  who  is  going  to  enter  some  college  where  the 
fraternity  has  a  chapter.  If  a  man  does  not  know  of  such  a  boy, 
by  observation  and  a  little  inquiry  he  can  learn  of  one  or  more. 
The  minute  he  learns  that  any  boy  who  is  at  all  promising 
expects  to  enter  a  college  where  the  fraternity  has  a  chapter  he 
should  forthwith  notify  the  chapter  at  such  college,  giving  the 
boy's  name,  preparatory  school,  and  address.  He  should  not 
wait  until  a  few  days  before  the  college  opens,  but  should 
furnish  this  information  to  the  chapter  as  soon  as  it  comes  to  his 
knowledge,  so  that  the  members  of  such  chapter  may  take  time 
by  the  forelock,  and  make  such  investigations  as  to  them  seem 
wise.  The  method  is,  really,  very  simple,  but  has  been  neglected 
to  a  large  degree.  Many  alumni  deserve  great  credit  for  what 
they  have  done ;  but,  with  the  co  operation  of  all,  a  result 
can  be  obtained  that  will  be  marvelous." 


"  Going  stale,"  while  it  may  not  apply  to  S  <i>  E,  is  a  fault 

.against  which  the  chapter,  the  active  member,  and  the  alumnus 

must  ever  be  on  guard.     This  danger  to  a  fraternity's  existence 

was  full  realized  by  the  editor  of  the  ATA  liainbov)  for  March, 

when  he  wrote  : 

"  A  far  sadder  sight  than  a  chapter  that  has  never  been  more 
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than  second  rate  is  the  spectacle  of  a  once  strong  chapter  now 
drifting  along,  careless  of  its  obligations,  and  rapidly  losing  rank 
in  its  local  college  world.  Decayed,  or  decaying,  greatness  is 
always  mournful  to  contemplate.  Not  infrequently  a  chapter 
that  fov  years  has  held  a  high  position  in  its  college  will  suddenly 
go  stale,  like  an  overtrained  athlete,  and  manifest  the  most 
alarming  symptoms  of  decay. 

"  While  is  is  difficult  to  prescribe  for,  or  even  diagnose,  such 
an  obscure  trouble,  it  is  possible  to  discover  some  of  the  causes 
that  may  be  responsible  for  this  condition.  Perhaps  no  more 
common  one  exists  than  the  lack  of  a  definite  object  to  strive 
for.  A  chapter  that  is  working  for  a  house,  or  raising  funds  to 
pay  off  a  debt,  is  always  healthly,  prompt,  and  conscientious  in 
the  discharge  of  its  fraternity  obligations,  active  in  taking  part 
in  all  college  enterprises,  alertly  and  energetically  on  the  lookout 
for  new  material,  and  enjoys  a  harmonious  chapter  life  of  truly 
fraternal  character.  Let  all  specific  objects  of  endeavor  be 
removed  and  dry  rot  soon  sets  in.  Selfishness,  which  should 
have  no  place  in  a  fraternity  man's  make-up,  will  begin  to  make 
its  appearance.  The  members  will  soon  forget  the  habit  of 
thinking  of  chapter  and  fraternity  first,  and  the  chapter,  instead 
of  being  one  closely-knit  unit,  will  degenerate  into  a  mere 
combination  of  self-centered  individuals,  barely  touching  at  a 
few  tangent  points.  With  the  necessity  for  team  work  lacking, 
each  individual  member  will  naturally  go  his  own  way,  and  the 
real  chapter  harmony,  which  is  so  essential  for  success,  will  soon 
be  a  thing  of  the  past. 

"  Perhaps  in  a  majority  of  the  cases  where  a  chapter  goes 
stale  the  primary  cause  is  in  an  individual,  or  group  of  individuals, 
who  go  stale.  When  we  come  to  consider  the  case  of  the 
individual  it  is  a  more  serious  matter,  and  one  harder  to  reach 
with  a  remedy.  For  a  trouble  of  this  sort  is  so  vague  that  it  is 
puzzling  to  know  what  to  do  or  how  to  go  about  it.  The  best- 
intentioned  outside  interference  will  often  result  in  more  harm 
than  good.  In  fact,  it  is  generally  better  to  leave  the  cure  to 
time  and  chance,  unless  the  case  becomes  so  aggravated  that  it 
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threatens  the  welfare  of  the  chapter  or  fraternity.  We  may, 
however,  be  able  to  discover  some  of  the  possible  causes  for  this 
condition,  and,  by  removing  them,  prevent  many  complications. 

"  Freshmen  are  quite  often  subject  to  a  disorder  that  is  only 
somewhat  akin  to  the  real  trouble  we  have  been  discussing.  It 
can  be  likened  to  a  blister  produced  by  a  little  too  lengthy 
application  of  the  salutary  mustard  plaster  of  sophomore 
correction  and  discipline.  If  the  course  of  treatment  is  not 
carried  to  excess,  no  lasting  harm  results — in  fact,  the  results  are 
very  beneficial  to  the  patient.  A  good  general  rule  for  any  sort 
of  ■  chapter  discipline  is  to  see  that  the  methods  are  basically 
fraternal,  and  that  their  application  is  not  carried  too  far  in  any 
individual  case. 

"  When  a  man  has  been  out  of  college  some  years,  and  is 
trying  to  solve  the  '  bread  and  butter  problem,'  he  is  not  able  to 
devote  the  same  time  to  the  fraternity  that  he  did  as  an  under- 
graduate. In  fact,  he  does  not  have  the  same  avenues  for  labor 
open  to  him.  Still,  if  his  heart  is  warm  for  his  fraternity,  he 
will  be  found  maintaining  what  degree  of  activity  and  interest 
circumstances  make  possible. 

"The  more  discouraging  type  of  alumnus  is  he  who  has 
allowed  his  business  or  home  interests  to  crowd  out  all  thought  of 
his  fraternity.  Even  such  a  case  as  this  is  not  hopeless.  The 
man  may  be  enticed  to  an  alumni  dinner  or  to  some  re-union  of 
his  chapter,  and  be  won  back  to  an  active  interest  in  the 
fraternity.  This  neglect  of  the  fraternity  is  not  so  much  a 
matter  of  going  stale  as  of  forgetfulness  ;  and  a  man's  alumnus 
value  to  the  fraternity  is  largely  determined  by  the  training  his 
chapter  gave  him  in  his  under-graduate  days."

A  site 
has  been  donated  by  the  college.  Of  the  other  two  members 
of  the  so-called  "  Miami  Triad,"  $  A  0  has  a  120,000  memorial 
house  nearing  completion,  and  B  ©  n  is  preparing  to  build. — 
Delta  Tau  Delta  Rainbow. 

A  A  <E>  sorority,foundedatWesleyan  Female  College,  Macon, 
Ga.,  is  said  to  be  the  oldest  college  society  for  women  in  the 
country.  It  was  established  May  15,  1851,  but  in  1905  decided 
to  become  a  national  sorority,  and  dropped  the  name  of  Adelphean 
Society  for  that  of  A  A  $.     It  now  has  seven  chapters. 

The  March  Scroll^  of  ^  A  0,  devotes  eighteen  pages  to  an 
article  entitled  "  The  Legal  Status  of  a  Fraternity."  It  was  pre- 
pared, after  much  diligent  study,  by  Olcott  O.  Partridge,  Williams, 
'94,  and  was  originally  printed  in  the  Shield^  of  ©  A  X,  for  Sep- 
tember, 1907. 

Northwestern  Greeks  have  added  K  A,  while  ASA  has 
entered  Minnesota.  The  A  X  O  sorority  has  established  a  chap- 
ter at  Nebi'aska,  while  A  K  *  has  entered  Wesley  an  Female 
College. 

The  Hellenic  convention  record  is  claimed  by  F.  M.  Croscett, 
of  New  York,  former  editor  of  the  A  Y  Quarterly^  who  has 
attended  twenty-seven  annual  conventions  of  his  fraternity. 

Alumni  chapters  are  maintained  at  Manila  by  ^  X,  A  T  A, 
and  A  T  O;  on  the  Canal  Zone  by  B  ©  n  and  Southern  K  A; 
while  <&  A  0  has  an  alumni  club  in  the  city  of  Mexico. 

Having  relinquished  hope  of  securing  a  charter  from  A  A  <^, 
it  is  not  unlikely  that  n  0,  a  local  at  Illinois,  will  enter  the 
national  field. 

The  K  A  Journal  for  February  devotes  much  space  to  the 
exploitation  of  her  foot-ball  prowess  by  publishing  pictures  and 
records  of  her  players.
